As a member of the New Jersey Supreme Court bench, he had been 
instrumental in a similar cleanup of the New Jersey court congestion, 
and came hi e hly recommended by New Jersey Chief Justice Arthur 
Vanderbilt, one of the 'most respected and revered Judges on any 
bench today. Vanderbilt is an old school Republican conservative 
and probably would have been given the U.S. Supreme Court vacancy 
himself, except for his advancing years. 

Brennan is a personable individual, a Democrat, an Easterner and
